Part of the Bleu Riband of the order of the Garter 
which King Charles the First had on the day he was 
beheaded, viz., the 30th of January, 1648; and who 
then gave it to Coll Thomlinson on the scaffold 
disiring him that if ever his son Cha. the 2nd was 
restored he woud deliver him the George then 
Hanging to it which att the restoration was done. 
The Riband he gave to his sister the wife of Judge 
Twisden of which this is Part. 


According to a cutting from the ‘* Londonderry 
Sentinel” of Aug. 31, 1918, the ribbon was then in the 
possession of Sir Frederick M. Style, Bart., of Cloghan, 
co. Donegal, the tenth Baronet of a creation dating froim 
1627. The second Baronet, Sir Thomas, d. 1637, 
married twice, his second wife, Margaret, being a 
daughter of Sir John Twisden—the Judge Twisden 
mentioned above—and consequently a niece of Coll. 
Thomlinson. The latter was in command of the 
soldiers guarding the King, and carried out his harsh 
and unpleasing duty with so much courtesy and con- 
sideration that he won the King’s gratitude. On the 
night before the execution Charles gave him a gold tooth- 
pick and case that he carried, and it was at the King’s 
special request that Thomlinson went with him to the 
scaffold. (See The Indictment, etc., of 29 Regiades, 
1714, p. 244.)
